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Foreword 

The Minister hopes that these “Local Education Statistics” will be regarded 
as a useful complement to the national statistics already published in 
“Education in 1959” (Command 1088). 

Users of the table will realise that comparison based simply on highly 
selective statistics of this kind can be misleading unless local circumstances 
are taken into account; and that where numbers are small, variations from 
year to year and from authority to authority may not be significant.
